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HE burial of the ashes of the late 
Thomas Hardy in Westminster Abbey 
reminds us that this is a distinction kept 
strictly for the most famous personages. 
It is also one which has, so far, been 


granted to very few women except those 
of Royal birth. In Dublin, however, we 
have one of the most famous examples of 
a woman buried in a Cathedral. 

When one enters St. Patrick's by the 
main door in the nave one sees, beside the 
door, an inscription to Mistress Esther 
Johnson—‘‘a person of extraordinary 
endowments and accomplishments, in 
Body, Mind, and Behaviour, . justly 
admired and respected by all who knew 
her, on account of her many eminent 
virtues, as well as for her great natural 
and acquired Perfection.’’ This was 
“ Stella,’” who died two hundred years 
ago on this day of this month, the friend 
of Dean Swift, and a mysterious and 
pathetic figure in his life. 

When Jonathan Swift, after much diffi- 
culty, obtained his degree at Trinity 
College, Dublin, he went to live with Sir 
William Temple, at Moor Park, in Surrey. 
There was living there at that time a 
widow sister of Temple’s, Lady Giffard, 
who had as companion Mrs. Johnson, the 
mother of Stella. Here Swift and Stella 
met for the first time, and quickly became 
friends. Swift was ordained, and went to 
Kilroob, but returned in a few years to 
find Stella grown into an attractive, dark- 
haired girl, full of good humour and 


kindness. 
MARRIAGE THEORY. 


On the death of Temple, she was left 
homeless, but inherited a small legacy 
and a farm in Co. Wicklow. In the next 
vear, on the advice of Swift, she came to 
live in Ireland, bringing with her a com- 
panion, Mistress Dingley, who was a 
woman a year or two older than Swift 
himself, who was then thirty-four. Stella 
was a young woman of twenty. 

Swift had been presented with the living 
ot Laracor, near Trim, but was very often 
in Dublin, owing to his friendship with 
Lady Berkeley. His position in the 
Church forced him to be exceedingly dis- 
creet, and we are told that, with rare 
exceptions, he never saw Stella except: in 
the company. of Miss Dingley or some 
other person. All the letters which he 
wrote to her he addressed to Miss Dingley. 

Swift made frequent visits to London, 
and on one of these he met Esther 
Vanhomrich, a fashionable beauty of the 
He became intimate with her 
and dined with them when in 
london. To her he wrote the poem 
‘Cadenus and Vanessa ’’—one of the 
most famous love poems in the-language. 
She became infatuated with Swift, who 
tried to force her from him, but nothing 
would lessen her “ inexpressible passion.” 
Unfortunately, he fatled to take effective 
steps to put an end to Vanessa's hopes. 

The vear 1716 is that in which Swift 
mnd Stella are alleged to have been 
married. The question of the marriage 
has always been a subject for controversy, 
and will remain so until some more infor- 
mation is discovered. A strong piece of 
evidence against it is the fact that Stella 
mn hier will refers to herself as a spinster. 
’robably they were never married, and 
reasons have been suggested why 
they were not. The most: favoured view 
is that Swift knew himself subject to a 
vertigo, which later drove him mad, and, 
fearing this, was unwilling to be the cause 
of anv misfortune to Stella. 

In 1725 Vanessa, who had come to Ire- 
land, wrote to Stella, or, as some say, to 
Swift, to find out whether they were 
married or not. Swift, In a great rage, 
rode over to her house, and, throwing 
letter with an angry gesture, 
left her without speaking a word. 
Vanessa, who had been ill for some time, 
died shortly afterwards, cancelling a will 
in Swift’s favour, and leaving ‘‘ Cadenus 
and Vanessa’’ for publication. 

Swilt busied himself in the ‘* Drapier’s 
letters ’’ agitation and in the publication 
of “Gulliver.’’ In 1726 he brought over 
the MSS. to England, but when there 
heard that Stella was seriously ill. He 
crossed to Ireland, fearing the worst, but 
she rallied, and he was able to return in 
the spring of the next year. In the 
autumn, however, she again lost health 
and died in January, 1728. Swift, who 
was himself suffering from deafness and 
giddiness, couid not bear to be present, 
but on the night of her death sat down 
to write the “ Character of Mrs. Johnson.”’ 
Hle there calls her “the truest, most 
virtuous and valuable friend that I or, 
perlsaps, any other person, was ever blessed 
with.” He was too ill to be present at 
her funeral in St. Patrick’s. 

After her death Swift continued to 
produce pamp! lets show)nyg iscreasing 
inelancholy, but did not long survive her. 
In 1738 paralysis set in, and was followed 
by aphasia and acute pain. He died in 
1745 and was buried Stella. The 
vreater part of his fortune he left to pro- 
vide a hospital for Iunatics, which to this 
day is one of the most famous buildings in

Swift to Stella have 
been mentioned. They were published 
after his death as the ‘‘ Journal to Stella,’’ 
which occupies an important place in the 
history of literature. Placed, as it is, 
hetween ‘‘ Gulliver’’ and the ‘‘ Tale of a 
Tub,’’ it oceupies in the works of Swift a 
position very similar to that of the 
‘Letters’? in the works of Cicero. The 
journal shows Swift to have been a creat 
man, discovering a side of his character, 
full of tender affection and child-like 
simplicity, that we would not have looked 
for in the author of the ‘‘ Tale of a Tub.’’ 
It also gives us a very admirable portrait 
gallery of the leading social and political 
personages of the day. We see Queen 
Anne in a reception, aloof, and never 
speaking more than three words at a time: 
Marlborough ‘* covetous Hell, and 
ambitious as the prince of it”; Addison, 
‘Steele Bolingbroke, Harley and numerous 
cthers, many of whom we know only 
through the journal. Besides this, we 
find many details regarding the life of 
the times. The  bell-man, dinners, 
auctions, the Tower, the Abbey, the puppet 
show and the Mohocks are all described. 
He tells, too, of the jourrey to Ireland, 
the sea part of which took fifteen hours, 
with the risk of capture by the French. 
Everyihing that interested him he wrote 
down on paper and sent to Stella. 

To her he speaks in what is generally 
known as the “little language ’’—or baby 
—talk, a collection of abbreviations and 
pet names which he invented for her when 
playing at Moor Park. Hé refers to bim- 
self as-‘‘ Pdfr,’’ which means poor dear 
foolish rogue, and to her as “ Md,’’ my 
dear, or “Ppt,” poor, pretty thing. Miss 
Dingley is indicated by “ Me,’’ madame 
elderly, or ““Dd ” dear Dingley. Some of 
his combinations of letters have not yet 
been satisfactorily explained. 

When we consider that Swift was at this 
time forty-four, and Stella thirty, it 
appears a little out-of-place, but in reality 
only shows his great affection for her, and 
his greatness of soul, in condescending to 
leave the language of wit and genius, with 
which we usually associate him, for this 
childish prattle, in conversing, with Stella. 
Indeed, both the “Journal '” and the 
** Character of Mrs. Johnson ” show how 
great was their love and how much she 
doserved the name he gave her, since she 
really was a light that brightened the

Burke's Birthplace. 


The references made in certain news- 
papers to the birthplace of our great 
countryman Edmund Burke at Arran 
guay, Dublin, included commentaries on 
the fact that the district had not been by 
any means a fashionable, or even respect- 
able, quarter—rather the contrary. The 
real fact is, that the residences in that 
part of the city and in Parnell street, 
Granby row, Gloucester street, Moore 
street, Marlborough street and many 
others, which have fallen greatly from 
their ‘‘ high estate,” were, at the close 
of the eighteenth century, most fashion- 
able quarters. 

At the time of Grattan’s Parliament, 
Gloucester street was the residence of five 
members of the Legislature, thirty-two 
solicitors and barristers of eminence, and 
many medical men and Army officers. 
Grenville street and Mountjoy square con- 
tained the homes of judges and opulent 
citizens. Tenements occupy most of the 
houses in these streets to-day, although 
there is a notable tendency to improve the 
condition of these really fine thorough- 
fares, notably that of Gloucester street, 
which, when completely opened up, with 
its present extension from O'Connell 
street to the North Strand, will form one 
of the noblest streets of any city. 


An Trish Inventor. 


A high place among inventors of Irish 
birth belongs to Mr. Louis Brennan, a 
native of Castlebar, who attains a 
seventy-sixth anniversary to-day. Mr. 
Brennan’s parents emigrated to Australia 
when he was eleven, and in Melbourne 
he was apprenticed to an eminent engi- 
neer, who encouraged him to give full 
scope to his inventive genius. After years 
ot patient experiment he produced the 
famous torpedo which bears his name, 
and which was acquired by the British 
Government for. £100,000. 

Then, during a holiday at Cannes, he 
bought a toy from a street pedlar which 
suggested to him the principle of the 
gyroscope, to the application of which he 
has since devoted most of his time. His 
first experiments for the utilisation of 
the gyroscope were in connection with 
mono-rail cars, which he hoped would 
supersede double track railways; but 
since the war all his energies have been 
given to its application to aircraft, par- 
ticularly with an idea of making it pos- 
sible for an aeroplane to hover or stand 
stall. ,

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VICE-ADMIRAL  FISHER’S 
PROMOTION. 


The King has approved the following Naval 
appointments :— 

Vice-Admiral William W. Fisher to be a 
Lord Commissioner of t Admiralty and 
Deputy Chief of Naval Staff, in succession 
to Sir Frederick Field, to date May 1st, 
1928. 

Rear-Admiral Vernon H. S. ‘Haggard to 
be a Lord Com: aissioner of the Admiralty 
and Chicf of Supplies and Transport, im suc- 
cession to Vice-Admiral W. W. Fisher, to 
date April 2nd, 1928. 

Vice-Admiral Fisher, C.B., €.V.0., was 
born in 1875. He joined H.M.S. Britannia 
as a navel cadet in 1888. In 1912 he at 
tained the rank of captain, and at the battle 
ef Jutland he was in command of H.M.5. 
St. Vincent. In 1917-1918 he was Director 
of the Anti-Submarine Division, Admiralty. 
He was mentioned in despetches and 
awarded a Companionship of the Bath for 
his war services. He received also a num- 
ber of foreign decorations, including the 
United States Distinguished Service Medal. 
He filled the posts of Chief of the Staff, 
Mediterranean Fleet. 1919-22, and 
Atlantic Fleet, 1922-24. He was promoted 
Rear-Admiral in 1922, and in 1921-1922 was 
a Naval A.D.C. to the King. in 1924.5 
he was Rear-Admiral First Battle Squadron, 
Mediterranean Fleet, and on April 20. 1927, 
e a Lord Commissioner of the 
Admiralty and Chief of Supplies and Trans- 
port. Quite recently he was promoted Vice- 
Admiral. He married Cecilia, a daughter 
of the late Mr. F. Warre Cornish, and has 
two sons and two daughters. 

Rear-Admiral Vernon H. 8. Haggard, 
C.B., C.M.G., who succeeds Vice-Admiral 
Fisher as Chief of Supplies and Transport, 
was born in 1874; and entered the Navy in 
1888. He served in the Benin Expedition, 
1897, and throughout the European war,

Value of Dickens’ Relics. 


I shall watch with interest to see how 
much money is obtained when the 
meerschaum pipe which was smoked by 
Dickens is put up at auction next month. 
Since the great novelist died there has 
been a steady appreciation in the value 
of his personal belongings. A Jock of his 
hair, for instance, has been sold for £40. 
The sundial, mounted on a stone column 
from old Rochester bridge, which he had 
in the garden at Gads Hill, brought £50 
10s. under the hammer. ‘‘ Bos's ” writing 
slope, which originally cost about five 
shillings, fetched 100 guineas at the sale 
of Edmund Yates’s effects; and, later on. 
the table, chair and looking glass whi h 
he used in the office of ‘‘ All the Year 
Round,’’ brought £85. No less than £95 
was once paid for the petty cash book he 
used when he was a boy of sixteen in a 
solicitor’s office. According to these 
prices, the meerschaum pipe ought casily 
to run into three figures.

Hospital Finance. 


I met a governor of the Royal Victoria 
Hospital, Belfast, the other day, and he 
assured me that the £100,000. needed for 
the building and equipment of the new 
maternity hospital would be raised with- 
out difficulty before the end of the year. 
The Marquis of Dufferin and Ava is one 
of the chief promoters of the scheme, 
which will benefit not only the poor of 
Belfast but the medical school at the 
Queen's University. 

The Royal Victoria Hospital is one of 
the few voluntary hospitals in: these 
islands that are not in financial diffi- 
culties. Improvements costing about 
£90,000 have been carried out during 
recent years, but the committee is not 
satisfied. It says that another four hun- 
dred beds must be provided before 1948 if 
the hospital is to meet the city’s needs 
fully. At present the cost of maintenance 


is about £60,000 a year. 
The Workers’ Subscriptiuns.

The subscriptions of the working classes 
form the hospital’s chief source of income. 
In many of the mills and factories the 
workers have agreed to contribute two- 
pence a week per head. The money is 
deducted from their wages and a cheque 
is sent to the hospital’s treasurer. In this 
way a sum of £20,000 is raised annually, 
and the cost of collecting is nil. In 
return the workers are represented on the 
committee of management and are entitled 
to treatment.

The Memory of “ Stella.” 


The worshippers in St. Patrick's 
Cathedral to-morrow who occupy seats in 
the south aisle will hardly fail to note 
from the date inscribed on the slab above 
“ Stella’s’’ grave that exactly two cen- 
turies have passed away since that 
remarkable woman ended her earthly 
career. i 

It was on a Sunday night, at eight 
o'clock, when, as Swift himself pathetic- 
ally records, “a servant brought me a 
note with an account of the death of the 
truest, most virtuous, and valuable friend 
that I, or, perhaps, any other person, ever 
was blessed with.” Little did he then 
imagine that those letters, so full of 
tenderness and sympathy, which make up 
his “ Journal to Stella,’’ ever would see 
the light. Fortunately, they did, and 
thereby the world has been enabled to 
form a better and more favourable esti- 
mate of both writer and recipient. 


Only a Woman’s Hair. 


Ín those letters the great satirist shows 
the love, depth, cal devotion of his 
character more surely than in any other 
of his writings. From first to last they 
are transparently frank, and dashed off 
without any search after artistic effect. 
The night when the first realisation of his 
ereat loss was brought home to him, he 
wrote of her—‘* never was any of her sex 
born with better gifts of the mind, or who 
more improved them by reading and con- 
versation.’’ | 

With taper lights around her grave, 
“ Stella ” was buried at nine o'clock on 
the night of 30th January, 1728, and, in 
spirit, one can visualise the afflicted lover 
as he writes: ‘‘ It is now nine at night, 
and I am removed into another apartment 
that may not see the light in the church, 
whieh is just over against the window of 
my bed-chamber.”’ After eighteen years 
of suffering and sorrow he followed her to 
the grave. When his private papers were 
examined, among them was found one of 
‘* Stella's ” brown tresses, wrapped in a 
paper with the words, “ Only a woman's 
hair.’’

CIVIC GUARDS. 
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THE IRISH POLICE. 


(By A BARRISTER.) 


ISE Free State's Civic Guard supplants 
the Royal Irish Constabulary, a 
semi-military force formed in 1836 and 
maintained out of imperial funds, and 
the Dublin Metropolitan Police, a force of 
much earlier origin. 

We find in 1795 an Irish Act passed for 
the more effectual preserving of the peace 
within the City of Dublin, and the District 
of the Metropolis, and the establishing of 
a Parochial Watch in the said city. The 
District of the Metropolis is defined as 
“ the circular road surrounding the City 
of Dublin, and from the termination of 
the said road at both sides of the river 
Anna Liffey, a line extending right across 
the said river, and all liberties, parishes, 
precincts and places lying within the 
same, and all places lying within the wall 
surrounding His Majesty’s deer park, 
called the Phoenix Park.” In 1799 the 
Watch Establishment was taken from the 
Lord Mayor and Churchwardens and 
entrusted to a superintendent magistrate. 

In 1812 there came over to the dis- 
tressful country to the unhappy post of 
Secretary for Ireland one Robert Peel, 
aged twenty-five. The records show that 
this young man, a stern opponent of 
Catholic emancipation, was engaged until 
1817 in maintaining, by Insurrection Acts 
and other measures, British authority 
over a country heaving with discontent, 
teeming with conspiracy and ever ready to 
burst into rebellion. He resigned in 
1818, but in the meantime he had 
rendered his greatest service to Ireland by 
founding a regular Irish Constabulary. 
Peel did not invent or create police, but, 
with material available from systems 
descended from peace officers and watch- 
men, he reorganised and systematised 
police forces and their administration. 

“Harvey Duff!’’ shouted rude boys, 
after the policeman a generation ago. 
Others call the police ‘‘ Tees,’’ ‘‘ Cops,”’ 
“ Coppers,’’ ‘‘ Slops’’ and “ Blues,’’ but 
the nick-names that must always com- 
memorate the founder of the modern 
police system are ‘‘ Peeler’’ and 
‘* Bobby." 

Such is the descent of the Free State 
police, and they, like their predecessors, 
are primarily friends and protectors of 
society. They are, as they must be, men 
of parts. “Tí you want to know the 
time, ask a policeman,’’ ran the old song. 
The late Perey French’s policeman could 
stop the whole street with one wave of 
his hand and keep the ‘‘ whole popula- 
tion ” of London looking on while he 
conversed with an exiled compatriot. 

The present multifarious duties of 
policemen are the result of additions from 
time to time to those set out in a Statute 
of William IV., which says that police- 
men—or, as they were then, watchmen 
and patrols—shall “ during the time they 
shall be on duty, use their utmost 
endeavours to prevent any mischief by 
fire, and also to prevent all robberies, 
burglaries, and other felonies and mis- 
demeanours, and other outrages, disorders 
and breaches of the peace, . . . . to 
apprehend and secure all felons, rogues, 
vagabonds and disorderly persons who 
shall disturb the public peace, or any 
person or persons wandering, secreting, 
or misbehaving himself, herself, or them- 
selves, or whom they shall have reason- 
able cause to suspect of any evil designs.’’ 

The ‘‘ man in the street’’ must, if 
called upon, aid a constable in his duty 
of arresting and detaining offenders. 
Refusal to do so is an offence at law. 
Persons, however, who so help constables 
are indemnified against any legal pro- 
ceedings ; for whatever protection the law 
affords the constable is given also to 
those acting properly in his aid.

VALUABLE NATURAL HIS' 'OR' 
IRISH ANTIOUARIAN DISCOV 


Although the number of visitors to the 
National Museum of Ireland is steadily 
assutu;n6 pre-war proportions—350,000 in 
a year—the public still do not display as 
much interest as they should in the 
splendid collection stored therein. Those 
who habitually frequent the Museum 
constantly come across fresh objects of 
interest, and new additions are made from 
time to time. | 

A very interesting recent addition to the 
Natural History side is the collection of 
big game heads presented by Lady Ardee. 
They include the heads of caribon (the 
reindeer of North America), moose, wapiti 
and buffalo shot by Lord Dunraven. 
There are also a couple of beads of wapiti 
end moose shot by Sir Thomas Grattan 
Esmonde. There is also a loan collection 
of heads of big game shot by Sir Thomas 
Esmonde. - 

Another interesting addition to the 
Natural History collection is a collection 
of 800 skins of the birds of Burma, pre- 
sented by Dr. Faulkner. They include 
many specimens not dealt with im any 
jiterature, and representing species 
hetween those of China and India. The 
work of “writing up’’ these skins is of 
enormous value from the scientific point 
of v'ew, and to get such a report published 
would be a feather in the cap of the 
National Museum. It is, however, a task 
that would take a very long time, and 
there does not appear much chance of its 
being undertaken owing to the reduced 
staff in the institution. 

THE VANISHING PLOVER, 

The groups dealing with Irish mammals 
and birds are of great interest; more 
especially to foreign visitors The foreign 
exhibits, although not so numerous, 
contain some izterestiny specimens—for 
instance, the specimen of ‘* Labrador 
Duck.” This was a migratory duck that 
nested in Canada, and was plentiful some 
fifty vears ago, but is now extinct. 
Recently an American visitor came 
specially to the Museum to see the exhibit, 
which is one of the few in existence. 

There are fine specimens of the Irish 
plover, a bird which is threatened with 
extermination. These birds are constantly 
being shot, although it is claimed that the 
plover is one of the best friends of the 
farmer. The plover lives very largely on 
a small snail which shelters the liver- 
fluke for the first part of its existence. 
The snails containing the egy or germ of 
the fluke cling to blades of crass and are 
eaten by the sheep, which thereby contract 
the disease. .The extinction of the plover 
is being further nastened oy the wholesale 
collection of the eggs. 

In the Irish Antiquities Section of the 
Museum a very important addition is a 
cauldron, from Sligo, belonging to what 
is» called. the Jate Celtic period. It is 
made of plates of bronze, with very fine 
bronze rivetting. There is also a bronze 
cauldron of the end of the Bronze period. 

A recent acquisition is a leather wine 
bag, beautifully tooled with Irish orna- 
mentation, which was found in a bog at 
Drumsna, Co. Leitrim.

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NEW LEGISLATION. 


—— 
POSLTLON OF LIMITED 
COMPANLES. 
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An outline of the proposals submitted, 
on behalf of the Pharmaceutical Society of 
Ireland, to the Free State Government in 
connection with the framing of the coming 
l’harmacy Bill, was given by Mr. Denis 
J. Nugent, of Dublin, Vice-President of 
the Society, at a conference ol pharma- 
ceutical chemists and registered druggists 
from different parts of Treland, held 
recently in Dublin under the presidency 
of Mr. Francis J. Fitzpatrick, P.C., 
President of the Society. 

THE PROPOSALS. 

The draft proposals provided that a person 
not resident in or not carrying on business 
jn Saorstat Eireann should not be qualified to 
hold any office or be on the Council of the 
Eociety: that the first election after the pass- 
ing of the Act and at all subsequent elections 
no special druggist representatives should be 
elected, and that power should be taken to 
elect honorary and corresponding members of 
the Society. To meet the difficulty of sudden 
indisposition or other unavoidable inability of 
an examiner to conduct an examination, it 
was suggested that the president of the 
Society should have power to appoint a tem- 
porary examiner. The curriculum for each 
of the various examinations of pharmaceutical 
chemists, assistants to pharmaceutical chemists 
and apprentices was suggested, Irish was 
made eompulsory to the last-named examina- 
tion, subject to. some dispensing powers on 
the part of the Council. 

It was proposed to preserve the rights of 
chemists and druggists and registered 
druggists ‘on the register on the appointed 
day to sell and, while holding the prescribed 
licence, to keep open shop for the sale or 
retailing of poisons, but to provide that after 
the appointed day no examination should be 
held for the qualification of registered 
druggist. As a concession the Legislation 
Sub-committee, on the basis of an agreement 
arrived at with the registered druggists, 
recommends that every such chemist and 
druggist and registered druggist should, with 
out any period of apprenticeship, be entitled 
to he registered as a dispensing chemist and 
druggist on satisfving the Council that he 
had been trained in practical pharmacy and 
on passing the examination from time to time 
prescribed. 

REGISTRATION AND LICENCE. 

A system of registration and annual licence 
proposed, necessitating the following 
registers :—Pharmaceutical chemists; dispens- 
ing chemists and druggists; registered 
druggists; persons granted the certificate of 
assistant to a pharmaceutical chemist; persons 
granted a certificate of having passed the 
examination for persons’ desirious of being 
apprenticed to pharmaceutical chemists; 
executors, administrators and trustees carry- 
ing on business under a section of the Act; 
pharmaceutical chemists licenced to keep open 
shop; chemists and druggists and registered 
druggists, respectively, licensed to keep open 
shop for the retailing and selling of poisons; 
corporations licensed Lo keep open shop ; 
persons licensed to act as superintendent to 
corporations, and persons licensed to act as 
managers or assistants. 

In the provisions dealing with annual 
licences it was proposed to make it unlawful 
to keep open shop unless the proprietor or, 
in the case of a branch shop, the manager 
conducting it was registered in the prescribed 
register and held a licence granted under the 
\ct and in force for the time being. It was 
proposed to make it a punishable offence to 
act as superintendent, manager or assistant 
without having first obtained the prescribed 
licence, and it was suggested that such a 
superintendent or manager and the employer 
should be guilty of an offence. It was pro- 
posed to make it unlawful for any person not 
entitled to do so to assume or use titles or 
descriptions authorised by the Act. 

WHOLESALE DEALING. 

As regards wholesale dealing it. was pro- 
nosed that a sale should not be deemed to 
have been made by wholesale unless it was 
such a sale of an article or substance to be 
exported from Saorstat Eireann, or unless the 
purchaser of the article was a registered 
practitioner; or a person, firm or 
corporation legally entitled to keep open shop 
for selling the article or substance, or for 
dispensing and compounding medical pre-

public were safeguarded. By their proposed 
examination in the case of the registered 
druggists the Society safeguarded the Govern- 
ment and the public. ‘lhe chemists and the 
druggists had not been able to come to an 
agreement in the North. The result was 
that they had to go to the Government, and 
the Government gave the druggists more than 
they asked for. He referred to the experience 
which they in the North had gained on the 
Council of the Society in Dublin, and said 
that he was very sory to sever his connection 
with the Council, because he had formed 
friendships there that knew no boundary. 
(Hear, hear.) 

_ The President, referring to the proposals 
in reference to regulating sales by whole- 
salers, spoke of the facilities afforded under 
the existing laws for the sale of poison by 
wholesalers to unqualified retailers, and by 
the latter to the public without adequate 
check or record; and he instanced the Mala- 
hide murders as a case in which the police 
had been unable to trace the sales of the 
poison which had been administered to the 
victims. They had tried to make it clear in 
their proposals that a wholesale house could 
not sell scheduled poisons to people who were 
not themselves qualified to sell them. 

Mr Brunker—That is very satisfactory. 

RECIPROCITY. 

Dr. J. A. Walsh, Ph.C., Dublin, a member 
of the Council of the Pharmaceutical Society 
of Ireland, opened a discussion on the ques- 
tion of Reciprocity. He referred to the dis- 
abilities “ns AR which the Licentiates of the 
Society suffered in such countries as Australia, 
owing to the refusal of the Pharmacy Boards 
there to recognise the Licence of the Irish 
Society, as the Society did not recognise 
their diplomas; and he mentioned that under 
the existing laws the Irish Society had no 
power to grant such recognition. They were, 
he said, looking forward to the coming bill to 
remove the disadvantage. Within the past 
two years the subject had come up in another 
direction, owing to the setting up of the 
separate Board for Northern Ireland. At the 
resent time a Licentiate of the Northern 
Saetatcnation’ Society was not qualified to 
practice in the Irish Free State or in any 
other place outside the six counties. It would 
be necessary for Northern Ireland to seek 
reciprocity with the Free State as an outlet 
for these licentiates who could scarcely expect 
to find sufficient openings in the six counties. 
Even in Northern Ireland, where it looked 
as if reprocity was absolutely essential, the 
opinion amongst pharmacists was not at all 
unanimous. A great many feared that with 
the gates open, as it Were, to and from the 
Irish Free State, Great Britain, and the 
Colonies, the stream might be into the six 
counties instead of away from them. This 
fear he (Dr. Walsh) personally 
thought was without foundation, as 
the SIX counties were at present 
pretty well supplied with pharmacies. 
He would suggest that whatever clause was 
inserted in the new Act in the Free State for 
giving power to accept other diplomas than 
their own should be worded in such a way 
that, while it gave permission to the Council 
to register a person who had passed the 
qualifying examination of another Pharmacy 
Board, there should be no compulsion coh- 
veyed in it, and the Council should be at 
liberty lo treat each case on its individual 
merits, 

Mr. Patrick Brooke Kelly, Ph.C., Ennis- 
corthy, a member of the Council of the 
Society, expressed the opinion that the Society 
should have power to grant recognition to 
graduates of other States. 

Mr. D. J. Nugent, Ph.C., Vice-President of 
the Society, intimated that in their proposals 
they had provided íor reciprocity, and had 
saleguarded themselves. 

THE NORTHERN PHARMACISTS. 

Mr. J. J. Carroll Culbert, Ph.C., Belfast, 
President of the North Irish Pharmacists’ As- 
sociation, said that in Northern: Ireland they 
felt exactly, as Dr. Walsh had mentioned. the 
benefits that. general reciprocity would have 
with one exception, and that was that they 
were not so sure with regard to England 
whether they would benefit, because they 
were afraid that what Dr. Walsh suggested 
might take place. With regard to the South 
of Ireland and the Colonies, they were solid 
lor reciprocity. The North of Ireland Phar- 
maceutical Society had already opened nego- 
tiations, and they had secured in a great many 
cases the assent of Colonies in this matter. 
They sincerely hoped that for both their sakes 
reciprocal arrangements would be made with 
the Free State by which they could work 
amicably on a level basis. With regard to 
Great Britain, a great many of them feared 
the influx which Dr. Walsh spoke of. 

The President suggested that if they were 
to have reciprocity they must take their 
courage in both hands and accept it with a 
whole heart or not at all. 

Mr. Storey, R.D., Belfast, said that the 
great bugbear had been and would be those 
chain houses or limited companies which were 
starting branches all over the place. He 
would like that there should be reciprocity 
between the North and South of Ireland. 

Mr. J. J. R. Kerr, Fh... P.C.. Clones. a 
member of the Council of the Society, said 
that in looking for any reciprocity with anv 
other country they must take into considera. 
tion certain fundamental ideas that the pre 
sent Government of the Free State regarded

A London witness was examined at the 
fifth day's sitting of the second Irish 
Croker Commission at the offices of the 
American Consulate-General, Merrion 
square, Dublin, yesterday. 

Mr. Cornelius Ferris, Consul-General, 
presided. 

Joseph Bolger, a warehouseman employed 
by Miss Curwen at 5 Nasau street, Dublin, 
was cross-examined by Mr. Paty. 

Witness said that he first met Mr. Smith 
sometime in September, 1927. Mr. Smith 
began a search, and he was told to help him, 

Mr. Paty further questioned witness about 
a paper—the sheet of “ Glencairn’’ notepaper 
used to indicate the required alteration in 
the telephone number from “ Dundrum 10” 
to “ Dundrum 60.”’ 

Witness stated that he had found it when 
he discovered t! ; file on which it was. 

Mr. Paty pointed to certain writings on 
the paper, some of which the witness 
identified, but in one case he stated: ‘* That 
writing was not on it when I found it.” 

THE LONDON WITNESS. 

Mr. Harold Black Croker, managing 
director of Messrs. H. 8. Croker and Co., 
Ltd., manufacturing stationers and die 
sinkers, of 11 Rathbone place, London, was 
the next witness for complainants. } 

Mr. Wood read a letter dated “'8.5.22,'' 
which, it was stated, was sent by Messrs. 
Curwen and Co. to the firm of Messrs. H. 
S. Croker and Co. requesting them to 
change an enclosed telephone number die so 
that it would read “60 ” instead of ‘* 10.’ 

Mr. Wood—Have you any entry in your 
books which may, or may not, show that 
that order was received by you! 

Mr. Shannon objected to the production of 
the letter and to the question, on the ground 
that the despatch of the letter had not been 
proved by the witness, Miss Curwen. 

Mr. Lichliter subscribed to the objection. 

Witness then produced the leaf which, he 
stated, was taken from his account ledger, 
and which, he further stated, contained the 
accounts of Messrs. Curwen from January, 
1920, to November, 1922. In that account 
there was a record that on May 10th. 1922, 
an item recorded was “ to die 20779—1/2d.”’ 
which indicated to him that it must have been 
for alteration to a die, because the charge 
for a small alteration to a die was ls. and 
2d. for postage. 

Mr. Shannon objected to the evidence as 
being of a purely secondary and hearsay 
character, the witness not having kept the 
document testified from. 

Mr. Lichliter moved to strike out all the 
evidence of witness. on the grounds that it 
was immaterial, irrelevant and incompetent 

Mr. Wood proposed that the leaf from the 
ledger named “ put in evidence as an exhibit. 
Mr. Shannon objected on the ground that 
the whole ledger wee from which the leaf 
was taken should be filed as an exhibit. 

A FUTILE SEARCH. 

Mr. Wood further asked witness if he had 
made a search to discover the copy of the 
letter stated to have been sent to Messys. 
Croker and Co. by Messis. Curwen in May. 
1922, regarding the alteration to the tele- 
phone die 

Witness stated that a search had been 
made, and it failed to find such a record, 
The papers regarding such business trans- 
actions, he said, had not been kept beyond 
three years back. 

Witness was next handed the telephone 
address die, “Exhibit No. 1,” and asked if 
an alteration had been made in the telephone 
number in the die. 

After a technical examination of the die, 
he gave it as his opinion, as an expert, that 
such an alteration had been made. He had 
no definite documentary proof that the die 
was altered by his firm. The only proof he 
had was in the figures “60.” which were 
made by a different set of letter punches to 
those used in making the rest of the wording, 
and that they corresponded to their figures, 
which would fit them. 

The Croker-Griffith letter then pro- 
duced by Mr. Wood and handed to witness 
for Inspection. 

Witness examined the document at length, 
particularly the telephone address on the top 
left-hand corner of the letter. “I have every 
ground for stating,” he said, ‘‘ that the im- 
pression on the paper before me was stamped 
from the die I hold in my hand. I arrive at 
this conclusion from certain inaccuracies in 
workmanship apparent in the letter.’’ 

THE CROKER-GRIFFITH LETTER. 

The attention of witness was neat drawn to 
the stamping on the right top corner of the 
Croker-Griffith Jetter—that is, ‘‘ Glencairn, 
Sandyford, Co. Dublin, Ireland.” 

Witness stated that his impression was that 
it was made from a die (produced), but he 
could not state definitely whether that die 
was made by his firm, though the lettering 
was the same. 

In reply to further questions, witness said 
that he could not tell when that 
made, if‘it were made by his firm. 

Shortly before 4 o’clock the direct examina- 
tion of witness concluded. 

Mr. Shannon said that counsel for the 
defendant refused to take witness for cross- 
examination until the witness had completed 
his evidence in chief, but would make no 
objection if the counsel for complainants 
placed another witness on the stand when 
convenient to him. An alternative was that 
they now adjourn. 

Mr. Cornelius Ferris said that he was will- 
ing to continue longer that day on account of 
the fact that they had two London witnesses 
who desired to get aw ay aS soon as possible. 

Mr. Wood, K.C.—I tender the witness for 
cross-examination, and will not tender him 
again. 

After a further discussion, it was decided 
that witness should be cross-examined without 
reservation. 

CROSS-EXAMINED. 

Mr. H. B. Croker was then cross-examined 
by Mr. Shannon. He stated that some time 
at the end of September or the beginning of 
CGctober Mr. Smith came to see him at one of 
his two business premises in London. On a 
second visit the leaf from the ledger book 
containing Messrs. Curwen’s account from 
January, 1920, to November, 1922, was torn 
out of the ledger book by the ledger clerk 
and handed over to Mr. Smith. 

Witness had not seen that leaf (produced) 
which had been taken away by Mr. Smith 
until the day before (last Thursday). 

The cross-examination was adjourned at the 
conclusion of the sitting to 10 o'clock this 
morning. 

Mr. Albert Wood, K.C. (instructed bv 
Messrs. Miley and Miley), with whom was 
associated Mr, A. V. 8. Smith. appeared for 
Mr. Richard Croker, jun., the complainant in 
the action, and eldest son of the late Mr. 
Croker. 

Mr. W. G. Shannon, K.C., and Mr. Rasil 
McGuckin (instructed by Mr. H. B. O’Hanlon). 
with whom was associated Mr. Paty, of the 
firm of Faucher, Paty and Warwick, of West 
Palm Beach, Florida, acted for Mrs. Croker, 
respondent.

ALDERMAN S REMARKABLE 
STATEMENT, 


>. 
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The United Education Committee of the 
Protestant Churches is pressing for represen- 
tation upon the Belfast Education Committee, 
and demanding reforms of the administration 
of the Education Act. 

Recently a conference took place between 
the three secretaries of the United Education 
Committee of the Protestant Churches—the 
Rev. W. H. Smyth, the Rev. James Quinn 
and the Rev. Wiliam Corkey—and the mem- 
bers of the Belfast Education Committee. By 
agreement no report of the proceedings of 
this conference was to be given to the Press 
until the Education Committee had considered 
it. Alderman James A Duff, J.P., the Chair- 
man of the Belfast Education Committee, 
however, in a speech at the Ulster Unionist 
Labour Association, alleged that one of the 
three representatives of the Churches had 
given a report of the conference to the Press, 
and he proceeded at length to deal with the 
policy of the Committee. 

A DENIAL. 

The secretaries of the United Education 
Committee of the Protestant Churches, in a 
letter to the Press, expressed amazement at 
Alderman Duff's speech, and set forth the 
arguments in favour of their demands at 
greater length. 

"He charges us,” they say, “with having 
broken the agreement entered into not to 
publish our statement in the Press. He 1s 
reported as having said ‘that pact was broken 
bv one of these three clergymen. I know who 
he is, what time he did it, and under what 
circumstances.’ We repudiate the al- 
legation and invite Alderman Duff to 
name the person who broke the compact and 
to say how and in what respects it was 
broken. We can assure him, if he will do 
so, that we shall deal with the matter in the 
fullest and frankest fashion, and that any 
information in our possession which might 
throw light upon it will be placed fully and 
freely at his disposal, so that all may judge 
as to whether or not Alderman Duff's accusa- 
tion is warranted.” 

At a meeting of the Belfast Corporation 
vesterday the matter was carried a stage 
further. 

Councillor Bourke at the former meeting 
had advocated that one of the Ministers of 
the Methodist Church should have a place on 
the Education Committee, but at yesterday's 
meeting said that, as the members had been 
nominated. he would not ask to have anyone 
displaced. He would be justified, however, 
in putting forward the following statement :— 

“ Councillor B uurke, who raised the ques- 
tion of the composition of the Education Com- 
mittee, with particular reference to the re- 
presentation on it of the principal religious 
denominations, realising the undes:rability of 
interfering at this juncture with the 
personnel of that committee, as recommended 
Io. the ensuing veal, will be prepared to allow 
the recommendation of the committee to pass 
without further opposition, provided the Lord 
Mavor will give his promise that the question 
of the composition of the Education Com- 
mittee, with special reference to those who 
have transferred schools, will be reviewed 
bv the Council for the vear 1929, not later 
than the month of November of this year.’’ 

The Lord Mayor said that the matter was 
referred to him in a personal way. He would 
like to know what Alderman Duff thought on 
the point. 

“NOT WORTH CRACK OF FINGERS.” 

Alderman Duff said that the question was 
one that neither he nor any other member of 
the Education Committee could say a word 
about. The undertaking was asked of the 
Lord Mayor, and not of the Corporation. He 
had no objection to the Lord Mayor giving 
a personal pledge. - It would receive most re- 
spectful consideration by the committee. But 
the matter would be discussed long before 
November. He would like to vive reasons 
why the Lord Mayor’s pledge was not worth 
a crack of the fingers. (Laughter.) i 

The Lord Mayor—1 see nothing wrong in 
the matter, and I am prepared to give the 
undertaking, if I am living and the Council 
is in existence at that date. (Layghter.) 

Alderman Duff said that a conference took 
place between three clergymen, who, in 
answer to the Lord Mayor, stated that they 
only represented the Managers’ Association 
and the Belfast Education Committee, It 
was assumed throughout the city that they 
officially represented their Churches. He 
wished to say that his Commttee would 
give the utmost consideration to every 
point they brought forward, and would do so 
without the slightest antagonism of spirit, 
and with one object, and one object only— 
to interpret their duty according to the pro- 
visions of the Education Act. They dis- 
claimed—and he had the authority to dis- 
claim, not only on his own part, but on the 
part of every member of the Belfast Educa- 
tion Committee—the slightest antagonism to 
the Churches. (Hear, hear.) 

At the same conference the Lord Mayor 
received, in reply to direct questions, indivi- 
dual asstirances from the three members of 
the deputation—assurances that no communl- 
cation would be made to the Press. 

REPORTS IN PRESS. 

Unfortunately the next day communications 
were in the Press—in one case almost a 
transcript of a document which had been left 
in their possession. He saw it with much 
concern, as the Education Committee had 
similar undertaking to the three 
gentlemen concerned. The Press very pro- 
perly endeavoured to get from the town 
clerk’s office a statement with regard to the 
conference. They were referred to. him 
(Alderman Duff), but he was too busy. In 
their latest joint letter they asked him to 
state the man who broke the compact, where 
he did it, and how he did it. 

“I have been asked three specific ques- 
tions,”’ said the Alderman. ‘‘I answer them 
now. The person is the Rev. James Quinn. 
His method of communication was the very 
dangerous one of the telephone, and the time 
was twelve midnight on Friday night. (Hear, 
hear.) I would just add that being a Scots- 
man, I have been taught to believe in Provi- 
dence, and apparently Providence in the shape 
of a cross wire, a touching wire, gave the 
information to very intelligent people who 
were not actually engaged in the communica- 
tion and the conversation. 

“Now, if anything were ever more specific 
than that, I would like to know what it is. 
It was an almost miraculous circumstance that 
enabled this to come out, and you could rely 
almost. on 29 chances out of 30 that it would 
have been impossible to discover this parti- 
cular communication.” 

COMMITTEE’S DESIRE. 

The Alderman asserted that this committee 
did their work without discrimination or pre- 
ference for any particular denomination. 
They were earnest and sincere in their 
endeavour to secure the best service possible 
for all sections of the community, and he 
would be prepared to move, if he had his way, 
that the Rev. W. H. Smyth, the Rev. James 
Quinn, and the Rev. William Corkey be 
elected members of the committee, because he 
knew that the nearer they came to the truth 
of the spirit animating the Education Com- 
mittee, the sooner they would have peace, 
love, and harmony in the administration of 
the Education Art. 


OWNERSHIP OF A 'BUS.

FOURTEEN-YEAR-OLD GIRL 
RESPONDENT IN AN APPEAL, 


A novel point was raised in the High 
Court, Belfast, yesterday, when Miss Irene 
Cummins, a fourteen-year-old Belfast girl, the 
owner of a motor 'bus, was the respondent 
in an appeal. 

The Belfast Corporation brought the appeal 
against a decision of the Recorder, who dis- 
missed the claim of the City: Council for £43 
for damages to a tramcar at Peter’s Hill. 
The 'bus, of. which the girl was registered as 
owner, was conveying a party of members of 
the Order of Buffaloes from Lurgan to Belfast 
and collided with the tram, seventeen persons 
being taken to hospital. 

The chief point concerned the ownership 
of the ‘bus, it being argued on behalf of 
the girl that her mother managed the *bus 
and should have been sued. 

Mr. McGonigal, K.C., who, with Mr. J. C. 
MacDermott (instructed by Messrs, McIldowie 
and Sons), appeared for the girl, contended 
that the girl’s mother had po of the ’bus 
and the servants, the respondent being merely 
the nominal owner. The girl was sued 
because she was insured, 


Mr. R. O. Burland, a pioneer of motor 
transport, died at Wigan yesterday, aged 69, 
i 
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A conference representative of the County 
Limerick Agricultural Committee, the Lime- 
rick Corporation, the Trades and Labour 
Council, and others interested, was held in 
the County Council Offices, Limerick, yester- 
day in support of the movement for the 
setting up of a beet sugar factory in 
Limerick. Mr. John McCormack, County 
Councillor, presided. 

The Mayor of Limerick stated that since 
their last meeting he had received  corre- 
spondence from the representatives of Franco- 
Irish Enterprises to the effect that the ques- 
tion of a subsidy of the proposed factory was 
in the hands of the Dail. 

In the course of a general discussion it was 
stated by the Chairman that they had not 
got very far with the project, but it was; well 
to keep it going. 

Mr. George C. Bennett, T.D.. said that on 
the question of a subsidy the Minister of 
Finance stated that it would not be as large 
as the Carlow subsidy. He was aware that 
Cork and Galway were competitors for a 
factory as well as Limerick, and that being 
so they should keep the organisation that 
they had intact. 

Mr Arthur Lyons, on behalf of Limerick 
workers, promised the movement yndivided 
support. 

Senator Bennett said that the land in 
Limerick County was suitable for the cultiva- 
tion of beet. They also had transport faci- 
lities in connection with the factory, and in 
a short time they would have electric power 
from the Shannon scheme. 

A resolution was adopted, on the motion 
of Mr. Bennett, T.D., calling on the Ministry 
of Industry and Commerce to proceed with 
the construction of the Limenck Reailwav 
from Limerick docks to the Great Southern 
system, as it would be essential to the suc- 
cess of a beet factory. 

It was also decided, on the motion of the 
Chairman, to ask tne Minister of Finance to 
grant a reasonable subsidy for the projected 
factory.

ASSISTING WIDOWS AND 
ORPHANS. 
Sean So 

MEETING OF SOLICITORS’ 
BENEVOLENT ASSOCIATION. 

Sir George Roche presided at the annual 
meeting of the Solicitors’ Benevolent Associa- 
tion, which was held yesterday in the offices, 
45 Kildare street, Dublin. The report ot 
the directors showed that grants made and 
annuities paid to widows and orphans for the 
year 1927 amounted to £1,109 17s. 2d. 
There were fifty-nine applicants for relief. 
The Association now consists of 453 annual 
and 122 life members. ‘There was a net in- 
crease of twenty-six in membership over 1926. 
The total sum granted in relief since the 
foundation of the Association amounts to 
£36,747. 

The Chairman, moving the adoption of the 
report, said that they might congratulate 
themselves on the satisfactory result of the 
work for the past year. For the first time 
they had a: lady member of the profession, 
Miss Schofield, as a subscriber to the 
Association. The directors regretted that, 
although there were over 1,600 members of 
the profession on the roll of solicitors, little 
more than one-third of that number had be- 
come subscribers to this, the only charitable 
institution connected with the profession. 
When those who had not vet subscribed saw 
the report, and the amount of relief that had 
been granted, he believed that they would be 
convinced that the Association was worthy 
of support. He regretted to say that. during 
the vear there had been several deaths of 
valuable supporters of the Association, in- 
cluding three ex-Presidents of the Law 
Society, who had been directors of the 
Association. 

Mr. Basil Thompson seconded the motion. 

The report was adopted unanimously.

TRAFFIC IN USED 
INSURANCE STAMPS. 
lhá 
PENALTIES 
BELFAST. 


In the Belfast Summons Court yesterday 
heavy penalties were imposed on two men 
who were convicted of being involved in 
what was described as a regular business in 
selling and buying used insurance stamps, 

Prosecuted under 27 summonses for affixing 
used stamps to the cards of his employés, 
falsely representing that the cards were duly 
stamped, and for failing to pay contributions 
in respect of the same period, Hugh Barr, 
general dealer, of Wilson street, was fined 
£1 and costs on each summons—£27. and 
costs in all, with an alternative of imprison- 
ment in the event of non-payment. 

William Rice, of Selina street, for selling 
stamps on October 7 last was fined £10, with 
the alternative of three months’ imprison- 
ment. 

A CONSTABLE’S DISCOVERY. 

Constable Stannage said that he visited 
Rice’s home on November 6 last and ques- 
tioned him about the sale of hundreds of 
used stamps. The defendant admitted hav- 
ing sold a number of used stamps on various 
occasions to Barr, who paid him 5s, or 10s. 
each time. On searching the house the wit- 
ness found a bundle of health insurance 
cards with the names cut off, several of the 
stamps had the cancellation marks 
obliterated. 

Mr. J. Beggs, for the accused, put in a 
plea of guilty. 

Prosecuting on behalf of the Ministry, Mr. 
J. H. Craig said that this class of offence 
had become very common recentiv and it 
appeared from the evidence that Rice had 
been making a regular business of it. 

Mr. P. J. O’Donoghue, R.M., said that the 
maximum penalty was £25. The magistrates 
considered this a very serious offence, and 
one that would have to be stopped. 

THE CASE AGAINST BARR. 

In the prosecutions against Barr, Mr. Craig 
said that it was the old story—if there had 
been no receivers there would have been no 
thieves. Barr was an employer of 17 workers, 
and Rice would probably never have been 
convicted if he had not someone to buy them 
for him. Barr used the stamps on the books 
of his employés. Under the Act he was 
liable to six months’ imprisonment and fines 
amounting to £35. 

Mr. Tughan said that he was obliged to 
put in a plea of pe: Mr. Barr had been 
in business in Belfast for over 40 years, and 
during the past yea he had been in 
tremendous trouble.

‘The Committee request their Presi- 
dent, the Lord Archbishop of Dublin, to 
convey this resolution to the House of 
Bishops, and to take such steps as he 
may deem expedient to make it public.”’

SAVING IN COST OF 
EXTRA POLICE. 


From Our Own CorRESPONDENT. 


) BELFAST, Friday. 

A saving to the ratepayers of Belfast of 
between £12,000 and £15,000 per year will 
result from an agreement regarding thé 
upkeep of the police force. 

The question, which has been a subject 
of acate controversy for many years—even 
before the Northern Government came into 
existence—was disposed of at a special 
meeting of the joint Law, Finance and 
Poiice Committee in the City Hall, 
Belfast, this afternoon. Tt concerned the 
police drafted into the city above the quota 
allowance, the cost of which evoked annual] 
protests from the Corporation to the 
Government. 

An amicable arrangement has now been 
reached by which an agreed annual sum 
of £25,000 is to be paid for Constabulary 
-ervice, the arrangement to operate for a 
period of seven vears It is a condition 
precedent to the present adjustment that 
the police authorities shall assume entire 
responsibility for policing the city. 

There has been a suspense account in 
existence out of which the sums in dispute 
were to have been paid. This will now be 
released and will mean a substantial

MILD WEATHER SAID TO BE 


RETURNING, 


The visit of winter to Britain yesterday 
is likely to prove a short one, and last 
night’s indications pointed to a general 
renewal of mild weather during the week- 
end. The northerly winds, which have 
heen bringing cold air from beyond the 
Arctic Circle, will soon be replaced by a 
much warmer south-westerly current, 
drawn from mid-Atlantic by a big cyclone 
which is approaching Iceland. 

Yesterday was the coldest day in 
Britain since the long spell of severe 
weather which ended with the advent of 
the new year. It was the first day since 
January 1 on which the temperature in 
London failed to rise above the normal for 
the season. In some regions the thermo- 
meter remained continuously below forty 
degrees. 

Snow fell fairly generally in the North 
and locally in the South during the morn- 
ing. [tf covered the ground one or two 
inches deep in the hilly districts around 
London, and was three or four inches deep 
in some of the Midland and Northern 
counties. In most cases it was soon melted 
by the bright sun which followed.

Mr. Cosgrave, unlike the exile in the 
song, did not reach Philadelphia with his 
“ bundle on his shoulder ’’; indeed, he 
arrived with only the clothes he stood up 
in, as all thet luggage missed the train at 
Washington. The result was that the 
Presidential party appeared without the 
tall hats which have been de rigueur dur- 
ing the tour. ' 


MAYOR’S PROCLAMATION. 

.An inspiring proclamation had been 
issued by the Mayor, Mr. Mackay, to the 
citizens of the city, which was the centre 
point in the War of Independence, calling 
on them, 

‘* Regardless of creed, colour, or race, to 
pay a fitting tribute to this distin- 
guished visitor, to the end that he may 
return to his native land inspired by all 
he hears, sees, and senses, in the birth- 
place of Liberty. 

‘I further call upon our citizens to display 
national colours at their houses and 
places-of business, in honour of this 
great Irishman.’’ 

An enthusiastic reception was given to 
the party when they alighted from the 
train by a committee of the “Friendly 
Sons of St. Patrick” and other leading 
Irishmen. 

An escort for the Presidential party 
to the City Hall, where he was greeted by 
the Mayor, Mr. Harry A. Mackay, was 
provided by the picturesquely attired 1st 
City Troop of the National Guard, whose 
forbears showed a similar honour to 
George Washington, when the first Presi- 
dent of the United States visited the 
city. 

In the streets, which were gaily deco- 
rated with the Stars and Stripes and the 
Free State flag, there was a large and 
enthusiastic crowd, which cheered the 
party all along the route to the City Hall. 

The Mayor, in welcoming Mr. Cosgrave 
to the city, said that it had many historic 
associations ; it was the city of Benjamin 
Franklin; the city of the Wexford man, 
Barry, who was the Commander of the 
American Navy; it was the city of the 
Declaration of Independence .. . It 
was the city where the Federal Union was 
signed in 1778; it was the city where the 
Constitution was ‘framed; it was the city 
where Paine and Corbett lived. . . . 

And, said the Mayor, it was also, for 
ten years, the Federal Capital. 

The Mayor, in the course of his speech, 
reviewed the whole history of the city, of 
which the inhabitants are justly proud. 

Mr. Cosgrave, in reply, declared that he 
was greatly touched by the enthusiasm of 
his reception. 

Later in the afternoon Mr.. Cosgrave 
visited Independence Hall, and placed a 
wreath on the Liberty Bell. 


IRISH AIRS. 

The President and party were enter- 
tained to luncheon by the Mayor, and 
among those present were all the muni- 
cipal and civic celebrities of the city, who 
had been invited to meet the President. 

Mr. Cosgrave was lauded by the 
speakers, who all referred to him con- 
tinuously as “ His Excellency,’”’ thus im- 
proving on the title of ‘‘ honourable '' 
bestowed on him by the printer on board 
the Homeric in compiling the list of 
passengers. 

During the luncheon the band. played 
Irish airs, and after Ir. Cosgrave’s speech 
they rendered, amid great enthusiasm, 
“The Irish have a great day to-night,” 
from Victor MHerbert’s comic opera, 
“ Kileen.’’ The proceedings terminated 
with ‘* The Soldier’s Song.’’ 

Mr. Cosgrave then had to shake hands 
with four or five thousand spectators. 

This evening President Cosgrave ad- 
dressed the members of the Philadelphia 


‘Forum at their night at the Metropolitan 


Opera House. He was introduced by Mr. 
Morris, who was formerly the United 
States Minister to Japan. 

An elaborate programme of entertain- 
ment has been arranged by the mum- 
cipality for the two days’ visit of the 
presidential party. 

To-morrow President Cosgrave will visit 
Cardinal Dougherty, and later will be 
taken for a motor ride through the historic 
environs of Philadelphia. 

A banquet is being held to-morrow 
night, after which the presidential party 
will leave for Atlantic City. They will 
arrive in Ottawa en Sunday night.

The Commission believes that a material 
reduction on the present high Excise duties 
on cigarettes and liquors wouid materially 
diminish smuggling without seriously affect- 
ing the national revenue. 

The report notes that all the provinces of 
Canada have now either assumed contro! over 
the sale of liquor or have prohibited it 
altogether, and declares that the export of 
liquor should be prohibited except direct 
through the provincial Governments or the 
manufacturer. This would abolish numerous 
export houses now exporting liquor which the 
Commission says are practically established 
for the sole purpose of selling liquor for 
smuggling into the United States. 

Some of the Commission’s recommendations 
made in the interim reports are alreadg 
operative.

The marriage 
took place in the twenty-four hours be- 
tween Mr. Hoover’s return from Australia 
and his departure for China to join the 
Mining Survey of the Shansi, Shensi and 
Manchurian provinces. There was no 
time to make other arrangements. 

It will be observed that the attack on 
Mr. Hoover, which began with a state- 
ment that he was not a good American, 
since he had lived too long abroad, and 
next endeavoured to show that he was 
not a good Republican because he had 
been ‘tainted by association with the 
Wilson régime, is now directed to prove 
that he is not a good Protestant. Signifi- 
cantly enough, its appearance coincides 
with an announcement by Senator 
Rillette, of Massachusetts, a former 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
that he is unreservedly in favour of Mír. 
Hoover’s candidature, with all that this 
unpiies of official Administration support. 
There seems every chance that Mr. Hoover 
will be nominated as Republican cand- 
date for the presidency in June, and it is 
a safe prediction that, 1f is nominated, 
the Democrats will be powerless. to defeat 
him at the polls.

Marine corps pilots watching the advance 
report that no serious resistance W a eu- 
countered from General Sandino’s followers, 
but that some firing occurred. 

The task of the aeroplanes in covering the 
advance was made difficult by the fact that 
El Chipote uw more than 5,000 feet high, and 
the summit yesterday was above the cloud. 
line. The last definite news received was a 
report sent from El Chipote base on Monday 
that two privates had been wounded. 

NICARAGUAN PRESS BATTLE. 

A controversy has broken out between the 
Conservative and Liberal Press in Nicaragua. 
The Liberal newspapers began an agitation 
in favour of the deportation of the former 
President, General Chamorro, as a disturbing 
element.

The trial of the Roman Catholic bi.) p, 
Theophile Skalsky, before the Military 
Division of the Supreme Court on charges 
of espionage and counter-revolutionary 
activities against the Soviets in the 
Ukraine was continued to-day. 

One of the chief witnesses is Madame 
Walishinsky, who states that the Bishop 
was the leader of a secret pro-Polish 
organisation known as the. “ White 
FEacles,” which had headquarters at 
‘Jitomir, near Kieff. One of the members, 
a Madame Kokanow-ki, was accused .of 
betraying her fellow-members to the Soviet 
authorities, and the bishop, Skalsky, 
passed the death sentence on her 

The Bishop has admitted that he 
obtained a bogus official rubber stamp 
from Warsaw with which he stamped 
papers and passports, enabling certain 
persons to leave Russia. He declares that 
he aided a priest named Romanofisky, 
who was accused of espionage by the 
Soviets to cross the frontier and escape 
into Poland, because Romanoffsky was 
unable to prove his innocence and an 
alibi without compromising innocent 
persons.

REMINISCENCES AT 
CYCLISTS’ DINNER,

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Witty speeches by Lord Birkennead and 

Mr. Ramsey Macdonald were features of the 
Jubilee banquet of the Cyclists’ Touring 
Club in London last night. 
“When I was a boy “of nine,” Lord 
Birkenhead said, *‘ I rode on a high bicycle, 
the first that was ever seen in Egypt, from 
Shepheard’s Hotel, Cairo, to the Pyramids. 
My father, a very good horseman, wasting 
his gifts on this occasion, ambled gracefully 
by my side on a white ass. (Loud laughter.) 
The road was bad and sandy, but, neverthe- 
less, I attained the Pyramids, and 1 am 
certain I am the first Englishman or boy that 
ever rode from Cairo to the Pyramids in that 
way. 

Describing how he got off a “ boneshaker ’ 
that was much too big for him, Lord Birken- 
head said:—*'.The only method of descent 
possible for me was to relax gradually and 
finally complete the momentum of the 
bicycle—shall I call it—and then fall over 
the handles to the ground. I have never 
been decorated for any of these perform- 
ances. It is, nevertheless, a litera] truth that 
I rode on one of those high bicycles from 
Liverpool to Edinburgh. 1 have offered. my 
old friend Sir Harold Bowden to-night that 
I will give him a high bicycle if he will ride 
it to-morrow. 

Mr. Ramsey Macdonald, who said that he 
had never bestrode a bicycle in his life, but 
could appreciate the joys of cycling, told the 
story of a Scottish minister who went to a 
young farm hand to get him to reduce the 
number of his sweethearts. Instead of ad- 
monishing the young man the minister asked 
in his practical Scottish fashion: '' Well, 
well, but how do you manage it?’ “Man,” 
was the reply, “I have bought a bicycle.”’

In the House of Lords yesterday the Lord 
Chancellor, Viscount Sumner, and Lords 
Atkinson, Birkenhead and Warrington. of 
Clyffe began the hearing of the appeal of the 
Commissioners of Inland Revenue against the 
claim of Mr, Sydney Royse Lysaght to 
exemption from income tax on British 
securities and repayment of income tax from 
foreign and Colonial Government securities in 
the two fiscal years ended Aprii, 1923 and 
1924. 

Mr. Lysaght was born in England of Irish 
parents, and was engaged from the age. of 
twenty-one vears in his uncle’s business .in 
England, which was subsequently turned into 
a limited company, called John Lysaght, 
Ltd., having its principal works at Bristol 
and Newport. By the year 1919 Mr. Lysaght 
was a director and managing director, but 
on his partial retirement in that year he 
retained only a post of advising director at a 
retaining fee of £1,500 a year and director 's 
fees, 

On his partial retirement he sold the 
property called Blackwell Dunn, near Bristol, 
and went with his family to live permanently 
on a family property in Ireland. In the

-If a business man 
spent a certain amount of time in the vear in 
a particular place, it was a question of the 
degree for the Commissioners to determine 
whether the time thus spent was sufficient to 
constitute residence.

WEXFORD M.F.H. ON MOTORS 
AT HUNTS. 

Asked for his views on motorists at hunts, 
Mr. ©. N. de Courcey Parry, M.F-H., Wex- 
ford Hounds, said: “It is thé chauffeurs, 
grooms and sightseers who lead the: foxes, 
cross the line, and do the damage. The man 
who is conversant with the elementary rules 
of hunting, and who has to follow. in a car 
because he has ne horse, -or “is incapacitated 
irom riding, does not interfere with sport, 
except by accident, and only very occasionally 
at that. 

“1 find that though cars are fewer than 
I was accustomed to in England, they are far 
more inconsiderate, not only out hunting but 
when meeting hounds or horses on the roads. 
When I first came ever here I was astounded 
at the absolute lack of common courtesy that 
we met with on the roads at the hands of 
motorists. Now I am getting more accustomed 
to it, and so are my horses; but in England 
such tactics as prevail in this district would 
result in a good many police court proceed- 
ings.’”

OBITUARY. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL J. C. 
BAINES. 

The death has taken place at Leicester, at 
the age of 51, of Lieutenant-Colonel J. C.

MR. JOHN VINYCOMB. 

Mr. John Vinycomb, the veteran artist, 
designer and illuminator, has died in London, 
at the age of ninety-five. A Tynesidér~ by 
birth, Mr. Vinycomb studied art at the old 
School of Design, Neweastle-on-Tyne. As 
long. ago as 1855 he entered the service of 
Messrs. Marcus Ward and Company, Belfast, 
and there he remained till 1899, when the 
company’s ‘affairs were wound-up. Mr. Viny- 
comb was a versatile and gifted artist and 
designer. He was head of the artistic and 
designing departments of Messrs «Marcus 
Ward and Company, and his work was known 
throughout the world. On _ retiring from 
Messrs. Ward’s, Mr. Vinycomb continued. to 
work as a designer and illuminator, and since 
1909 he had resided in London. 

"Mr. Vinycomb was a member of the Royal 
‘Trish Academy, a Vice-President of the Royal 
Society of Antiquariang in Ireland, and a 
Vice-President of the Ex-Libris Societv of 
London. He was a founder and Past: 
President of the Belfast Art Society, and the 
Ulster Art Club, and twice he had been 
President of the Belfast Naturalists’ Field 
Club. Mr. Vinycomb had written. many in: 
teresting papers on various aspects of art and 
archeology. A kindly man, who carried his 
gifts meekly, he won hosts of friends, to all 
of whom his loss will be a very real one.

The increasing thrift amongst the people of 
Cork is shown in the fact that, despite the 
prevalence of unemployment and distress in 
the citv, the actual moneys handed in by 
the depositors at the Cork Savings Bank 
during the past year amounted to £69,908, or 
£8,444 more than that lodged during the pre- 
vious twelve months. Ths outstanding 
feature of the year’s work was reVealed at 
the annual meetang of the patrons, president, 
trustees and managers Of the institution, 
which was held here to-day, at which the 
Bishop of Cork and Cloyne and Ross (the 
Right Rev. Dr. Dowse) presided. .. 

Included in the foregoing total is a sum 
of £2,889 accumulated through the medrum of 
home safes, of which there were 900 in circu- 
lation,

had lost one of their senior trustees through

Sir,—The letter by ‘‘ Humane” in to-day’s 

Trish Times is very much to the point. By 

using. quarter shoes or ‘‘Charler’’ tips 


| many horses 'úsed for light driving could, 


after about five months, be driven without 
any shoes at all,. In a letter read by me 
at the first Irish Roads Congress in the 
year 1910 (Mr. T, Healy, K.C., in the chair) 
on “ Some Aspects of the Road Question,”’ 
1 find the following :— 

“On the subject of ‘steam-rolled roads 
there is one fact 1 think J am the first to 
bring forward. If all roads were steam- 
roled, nearly all our driving horses and horses 
used for light loads Gould be worked with- 
out shoes. This would be an advantage. to 
the horse and fo the .pocket. of his owner. 
As a veterinary surgeon, practising for ten 
years, I write with “some authority on the 
subject. For more than three .years in 
‘Tennessee, U.S.A., I drove a horse on the 
average about fifteen miles a day at the rate 


‘of eight to twelve miles an hour over steam- 


rolled roads made of the very best Tennesse 
marble;° This horse was also driven night 
and day on brick streets of a city. In 
Ireland £ drove a pony some months. without 
shoes with cond. result, but had to put on 
shoes in the winter when the lodse stones 
were put out. I) also had a cart-horse that 
did very well without shoes for some years. 
This horse could draw a load of about a 
ton on the flat, but would not pull a ‘load 
up every hill in wet weather. This was 
due more ta bad temper than to bad {oot- 
hold. I will be pleased to answer any 
question that may be asked on this subject.” 

This letter was written more than seventeen 
years ago, and I still have the same opinion 
on the subject.. Jt would be well if some 
society, or the Department of - Agriculture, 
could carry out some experiments on this

of the poor, may we ask the sympathy and 
interest of your readers for the new and 
extended work we are undertaking? We are, 
we believe, the first animal society to be so 
registered by the Ministry of Trade and 

Commerce. 

We started the pioneer dispensary in the 
Free State just eighteen months ago at 4a 
Portobello Harbeur, and we remained there 
until the work grew absolutely beyond the 
limits of our little ‘‘ Humanity Shop, as our 
remises are called. Early this month, there- 
Baí we moved into much larger and better 
equipped premises at the rere of ó5 Fitz- 
william place, which we are fitting up for a 
residential hospital, and where animals of all 
kinds can be taken as in-patients in charge of 
a resident matron. To meet the. wants of the 
poor we are now opening the dispensary for 
three days a week—Mondays from 2 to 4 
p.m., and Wednesdays and Saturdays from 
6.30 to 8.30 p.m. Our veterinary surgeon, 
Captain Reavy, is in personal attendance 
during these hours, all treatment being 
absolutely free. 


As the equipment of the new premises is 


very ‘expensive, and the cost of drugs. and 
dressings increasing, we are appealing to the 
public to send us subscriptions. Should any- 
one care to endow a kennel in permanency, 
we would be glad to have the name of the 
deceased favourite animal inscribed on a 
chosen kennel. We specially want money to 
equip the operating theatre, to fit up the 
kennels and to provide us with every modern 
means for alleviating the sufferings of our 
dumb patients. . All kinds of animals are 
treated, from the coster’s horse and donkey to 
canaries. We have also the means of pain- 
lessly destroying those whose sufferings can- 
not be relieved. 

The charity is a great one; nearly 8,000 
animals have been helped since we started. 
More than once we have cured the horse or 
donkey who was the sole bread-winner of a 
poor family. More than once, too, we have 

ut to sleep animals suffering from such dread 
anailis as cancer, etc., which would have 
been a great danger to human beings. As 
for the animals themselves, von would need 
to see. for yourself the dreadful suffering of 
some of those brought’ to the -hospital, to 
realise the humanity of our work. 

We specially wish to draw your attention 
to the fact that the hundreds of children who 
come with their pet animals to us, leaving 
them to our care or asking for treatment,

GERMAN MEMORANDUM TO 
THE LEAGUE, 


. Sees 
PRACTICAL METHODS 
WANTED.

FROM REUTER $ CORRESPONDENT. 

' BERLIN, Friday. 

The German Government this evening sub- 
mitted a memorandum to the Security Com- 
mittee of the League of Nations, at present 
meeting in Prague, expressing its views on 
the work of the Committee, The memorandum 
expresses the opinion that the work of the 
Committee should not be of a theoretical 
nature, but should be practical. It states 
that a system which is built upon ‘theories 
only might in certain circumstances compli- 
cate the security problem in'a dangerous 
manner. 

‘If,’ remarks the memorandum, “‘it is 
desired to abolish war, that is only possible 
if means are found to inaugurate promising 
and amicable negotiations for all conflicts 
which have hitherto been the cause of wars.”’ 

The memorandum goes on to point out 
that, while conflicts of a juridical nature can 
be settled by the Permanent Court of Ar- 
bitration, the manner of settling political 
disputes has not yet been found. It further 
says that it will be the business of the com- 
mittee to propose measures which will assure 
speedy and effective intervention. by the 
Council of the League of Nations, whose part 
it is to prevent a conflict leading to an 
appeal to arms. 

EXAMPLES. 

‘* A close examination of the possibilities 
offered by Article 11 of the Covenant will. 
doubtless,” proceeds the memorandum, “ lead 
to the drafting of a series of practical pro- 
posals, which could be mipplemonted by 
special voluntary obligations. As an example 
of this might be mentioned Articles 4 and 5 
of the Rhine Pact, agreed to at Locarno, as 
well as Article 19 of the Arbitration Treaties 
of Locarno.’’ It is obvious that the effective. 
ness of all securities of this and other kinds 
would be extremely. strengthened if general 
disarmament were finally reached. The more 
the preventive measures against war were 
extended, the less would be the demand for 
measures after peace had been violated. 

The memorandum regards it as obvious 
that the League of Nations is nat in a 
position to compel its individual members 
or groups of members to conclude agree- 
ments among themselves. 

The creation of allied groups within the 
League of Nations, with the object of pro- 
tection against other State members of the 
League, might, says the memorandum, easily 
lead to a breach in the League, and in times 
of crisis would hinder all joint action. 

The memorandum conclades by stating 
that the German Government’s view is that 
the security problent must be dealt. with 
radically. If; instead of this, the cause of 
war and the settlement of the question of 
military sanctions 1s to, be made the basis 
of the Security Committees negotiations, this 
would be like attempting to build a house 
from the roof downwards.
